EDITORIALS 


THE Blt FO UR THERE IS DANGER IN ITS REVIVAL AND WE MUST WATCH OUR STEP 


The Western powers are asking Russia to re- 
sume the system of four-power negotiation 
which our statesmen wisely smashed just eight 
months ago. To understand the magnitude and 
risk of this turn in Western policy it is neces- 
sary to look back at the break-up of the Big 
Four. Contrary to a widespread misapprehen- 
sion, Molotoy did not break up the Big Four. 
George Marshall broke it up, for reasons which 
he epitomized at the fifth conference of the 
Council of Foreign Ministers in London last De- 
cember. “We are wasting our time,” he said, 
“when there is no time to waste.” All the mis- 
takes and illusions of Teheran and Yalta had by 
then borne their bitter fruit, and the only good 
thing to be gained from further Big Four talk 
was what Marshall well called “an understand- 
ing of the misunderstanding.” Awake at last, he 
and the foreign ministers of Britain and France 
refused to dabble any longer in phony negotia- 
tions which served only to enchain the Western 
powers and to forward Russia’s campaign of 
aggression. 

All concerned moved forthwith from an un- 
real world of pretended collaboration into a real 
world of acknowledged conflict. It was not a 
pleasant world, but it was an infinitely safer one 
for the West. Freed of the forms and apparatus 
of false agreement, which the Russians Rid used 
to fetter us at every hand, we and our allies 
made enormous gains in the struggle for Eur- 
ope. We were able to proceed apace with the 
fusion of the U.S. and British zones of Ger- 
many and with our plan for a western German 


government which, for all its faults, is at least a 
positive and open step toward a rational Eur- 
ope. Five governments signed the defensive 
treaty of Brussels and, with the 1] others partici. 
pating in ERP, gave that program an added im- 

ct which set the Russians back on their 

eels. When the foreign ministers met in Lon- 
don last year, we were losing Europe. Within 
six months of our escape from the four-power 
trap we were winning Europe, and the Russians 
and their satellite Communists were in a state 
of obvious alarm. 

This being so, why attempt to revive the 
four-power system? There is only one answer. 
We got scared. We were frightened by the seem- 
ing consequences of our biggest success to date 
in the battle for Berlin. Patently in order to off- 
set and repair their losses elsewhere in Europe, 
the Russians had sought to blockade us from 
the city, and we responded with our mighty air- 
lift (below). In the total impasse which followed, 
the governments of the West concluded that 
the alternatives were negotiation or the immedi- 
ate peril of war. We still do not know whether 
the Russians are bluffing, or whether in their 
desperation they would actually shoot or crash 
our planes from the German sky and so invite 
war. But we now know, and Moscow knows, 
that at the point of decision it was we and not 
the Russians who edged away. 

There is nothing wrong with negotiation as 
such. Under proper safeguards it may even do 
some good. The danger is that in resuming ne- 
gotiation we shall be led, as the Russians cer- 


tainly hope to lead us, back to a binding diplo- 
matic and administrative relationship (for ex- 
ample, the Allied Control Council in Germany) 
which can only tie our hands and serve Soviet 
ends. Our statesmen are mindful of this danger; 
the question is whether they can have one with- 
out the other, The little so far made known 
about the current exchanges is not promising. 
First we proposed to discuss only the immediate 
issue of Berlin “in Berlin” —in other words, we 
would not again be entrapped in a general dis- 
cussion of Germany and Europe. The Russians 
stiffly refused and invited us into the old four- 
power parlor, We did not walk right in. But we 
did offer in reply some sort of general discus- 
sion by the respective foreign ministers, which 
is clearly a retreat from our initial stand, al- 
though it was accompanied by a saving refusal 
to discuss anything as long as the Russians per- 
sist in their blockade of Berlin, 

Some pundits are saying that we and the Rus- 
sians have merely entered a new phase in which 
shrewdness and forcefulness will be enough to 
keep us out of trouble. That unfortunately is 
wishful double talk, Eight months ago in Lon- 
don it was altogether Plain to the statesmen of 
the West that nothing less than a reversal of 
Soviet policy and tactics could lend life and 
point to the Big Four relationship as it then 
existed. That is still true, and nothing that has 
happened since indicates that the Soviet Union 
is prepared for such a reversal. It will not be— 
it cannot be—until it abandons its aggression 
against the non-Communist world, 


THE Blt LIFT OUR AIRMEN DESERVE A HAND FOR A MAGNIFICENT PERFORMANCE 


Since June 26 the newspapers have been re- 
porting the arithmetic of a great achievement, 
the Berlin airlift. Now it has almost ceased to 
be news that, on Aug. 7, 670 planes flew 4,254 
tons of food, coal and like supplies into Berlin; 
on Aug. 9, 3,971 tons, on Aug. 12, 4,500, The 
weekly totals rise with impressive and, to the 
Russians, formidable consistency: first under 
2,000 tons, then 15,000 and last week just under 
30,000 tons. It is a story of which Americans 
should be proud, and it is also a story which 
tells us a good deal about our habit of under- 
estimating our capacities. 

When the Russians blocked the last land 
entry to Berlin and confronted our officials 
there with the fantastic task of supplying a 
capital city by air, Lieut. General Curtis LeMay 
and his air staff in Germany had no plan for 
such an operation. General LeMay, as one ob- 
server remarked, “just picked up the problem.” 
Most of the transports then on hand were two- 
engine C-47s good for three tons of cargo per 
trip. He put them rapidly into the air, snatch- 
ing a lot of grounded fliers from their desks in 
order to man planes normally held in reserve. 
The British also weighed in. With their own 
less formal efficiency they have delivered 
roughly one third of the total tonnage flown to 
Berlin. Even airmen at the start took a pretty 


dim view of the prospects, holding that it was 
at best a costly and limited summer show which 
could do no more than keep the city alive for a 
few weeks until stockpiles ran out. Any idea 
that the airlift could sustain the city through a 
winter siege was dismissed as so much non- 
sense. Our highest civilian officials wereled toas- 
sume that, come winter, the airlift would be so 
diminished that we could not possibly hold 
out. 

Our airmen proceeded to astound themselves. 
Their estimates of what was possible went up 
and up. Now, to all effects, the sky is the limit 
and there is no more talk of winter shutdown. 
Instead the policy-makers are being assured 
that Berlin can be sustained indefinitely and 
in any season. The Air Force in Washi 
discovered that it could muster more four- 
engine C-54s than it had supposed. This week 
90-odd from the U.S., Honolulu, Panama— 
wherever the worldwide Mili Air Trans- 
port Service could find them—are carting 10 
tons a trip, two and three trips a day, from 
our terminals at Wiesbaden and Rhein-Main 
to Berlin’s Tempelhof, and more are on the 
way. GIs running bulldozers and strawboss- 
ing German laborers are plunking 40,000 truck- 
loads of Berlin rubble into a new 5,500-foot run- 
way at Tempelhof. An entire maintenance shop 


is to be flown from the U.S. to an airdrome 
in Britain where the C-54s will be serviced. An 
intricate Bidine from warehouses to railways 
to ports in the U.S., and thence by ship to ports 
and depots in Germany, ia feeding the arlif. 
In Washington the new and (so they say) effi- 
cient bureaucracy of a new Air Force which 
counts its costs and assays its probabilities to 
the last taxpayers’ dollar grinds out tabula- 
tions, charts, green slips, recording the statis- 
tics of Operation Vittles (so named by GIs 
who would have none of the brass hats’ label, 
Operation Manna). 

Itis all a far and heartening cry from the days 
in 1934 when a li¢utenant colonel named H. H. 
Arnold, ordered to fly the western mails when 
F.D.R. canceled airline contracts, grew sick of 
heart while his unprepared pilots crashed and 
his sea-level military planes failed at the take- 
off from mountain airports and turned back 
from mountain ranges which commercial planes 
of the day managed with ease. Today the Air 
Force in Germany is swinging a continuous air- 
lift bigger than any ever before undertaken by 
anybody, in peace or war. It has armed our di- 
plomacy and earned among Germans a respect 
which is new to them and useful to us. 

Americans should take pride in their Air 
Force and in the men who are doing the job.

ANOTHER LOVED ONE 


Floral chorines at Earl Carroll’s bier recall 
the funerals satirized hy Waugh in new novel 


On June 28 Earl Carroll, who regarded himself as a world authority 
on pretty girls and who had died in an airplane crash a few days earlier, 
was given a funeral that was entirely in keeping with his own taste. 
Carroll’s taste had been responsible for a series of gaudy girl shows 
called Earl Carroll's Vanities which had titillated Broadway during the 
speakeasy era, Carroll's taste had involved him in a front-page scandal 
of the 1920s when one of his showgirls was caught nude taking a cham- 
pagne bath at a party. Carroll’s taste produced a $5,000,000 chromium. 
trimmed Broadway theater which opened in 1931 and was torn down 
nine years later when the New York public began to yawn at ornate 
leg shows. Carroll’s taste finally found its full expression in Holly- 
wood where he created a big noisy nightelub in which platoons of half- 
dressed showgirls continuously stalked around and, innocently enough, 
ogled the awed customers. 

The scene of Carroll’s funeral, presided over by the rose-covered 
mannequins opposite, was Los Angeles’ famous Forest Lawn cemetery. 
This is the burial ground which Evelyn Waugh described for Lire 
(Sept. 29, 1947) in his article Death in Hollywood and which later 
became the subject of his best-selling novel, The Loved One. Inas brutal 
a satire as has been written in modern times, Waugh excoriates the fat- 
uousness, combined with cold commercialism, which produced this 300- 
acre graveyard where no mention of death is allowed and the deceased 
is unctuously referred to as ‘the Loved One.” Earl Carroll, another 
loved one, would have thought his funeral a wonderful production.

TYPHOON LABORATORY 


Navy designs a stormproof harhor for Guam inside a California hangar 


Resting on the floor of an airplane hangar at 
‘Azusa, Calif. is a huge, oddly patterned slab of con- 
crete which is a replica of the main harbor on the 
island of Guam. The model, built by hydraulic en- 
gincers of the California Institute of Technology, 
represents only the shore-line pattern and under- 
‘water configuration of the harbor area at the west 
end of the island. At regular intervals the floor 
of the hangar is flooded with water and the model 
subjected to man-made typhoons produced accord- 
ing to specifications of the U.S. Navy. By study- 
ing the battering action of the waves inside the 
model harbor, the engineers can tell exactly what 
would happen to real ships in the real Guam har- 
bor under the stress of a real typhoon. 

Before the war breakwaters around Navy instal- 


lations throughout the Pacific were built on a hit- 
or-miss basis. But aftersome heavy shipping losses 
during the war from typhoons, the Navy decided 
to try model research. In 1945 the first model- 
engineered breakwater was built in Guam’s outer 
harbor whereit proved its durability by withstand- 
ing successfully local storms. Later, in order to 
study more complicated problems of harbor design, 
the Navy ordered the construction ofan even more 
elaborate model. The result is shown above. The 
new model is built accurately to a scale of one 
inch to 30 feet. The waves, produced by pneumatic 
wave machines, also are scaled to the same ratio. 
The cost of the project so far has been $350,000 
—an insignificant sum compared with shipping 
losses sometimes sustained in a single typhoon.

extra cobs with shelled corn fairly successfully; so winter before 
last we tried different combinations out with 30 steers in six sep- 
arate pens, and last winter we were horribly successful feeding 550 
head of steers on corncobs and high protein meal. They put on 
weight at a cost of about one-half of what it costs right now to fat- 
ten cattle on corn and they gained about three-quarters of the 
weight they would have gained if they'd been fed all the shelled 
corn they would eat. This experiment is important because if you 
can feed cattle on cobs which are mostly cellulose you can prob- 
ably use straw or other types of cellulose. Of course it applies only 
to ruminants and they must have high protein with the cobs and 
some hay but it opens up simply horrible possibilities for cheaply 
increasing the meat supply. ... This summer I’m just keeping on 
19 steers as a kind of exhibit. I like to have something to keep the 
boys interested. ... What do you think of it, Pete?” Bob asked 
the gray-haired man who walked past with a couple of buckets 
and a scoop shovel. 

“Well Bob, at first I thought I was seein’ things,” the man 
drawled, “but now I’m convinced.” 

Two hundred miles west and three weeks later a big broadly 
smiling man named Hans Larsen is driving me out from Central 
City, Neb. to show me the crops. It’s grain harvest time. Every- 
where the dust and whir of reapers; the big old-fashioned combines 
towed by a tractor moving with a roar and clatter over the fields, 
or the self-propelled type bright and shiny as toy steamboats cut. 
ting a neat swath around the edges of the yellow grain. On all the 
main roads we meet combines speeding along on trucks. The sun- 
burned crews follow in well-kept cars, part of the great army of 
custom harvesters that starts in the Texas panhandle and Okla- 
homa and moves north with the ripening grain, combining grain all 
the way until the harvest ends far north in Manitoba. The weather 
is dry and hot. Everybody you meet talks wheat, oats, barley, rye. 
How many bushels to the acre? The countryside is full of bustle and 
scurry. If the weather will only hold, No farmer will get any rest 
until he’s delivered his grain to the elevator. 


These days nobody has a right to fail 


S we leave the Platte Valley, Hans Larsen smilingly points 
out a stretch of land that used to be known as Poverty Ridge, 
used to sell for $15 an acre but now that they had started using fer- 
tilizer the men who owned farms along it wouldn’t sell for $100. 
Raised just as good crops as the rich bottom lands. He stopped by 
the side of the road to point out two fields. In one there was a full 
crop of heavy bearded barley and in the other the weeds had out- 
grown everything else. A damned outrage. It was the same land on 
oth sides of the road. These days nobody had a right to make a 
poor showing in his crops. He’s been explaining that out here in 
central Nebraska they not only had the Depression, but they had 
the Drought, barely missed being part of the dust bowl, and that 
in spite of the Platte River that ran from west to east through the 
middle of the state and the known fact that the whole Platte Valley 
had an abundant water table 12 feet or so below the surface. There 
just hadn’t been the capital needed to put in pumps and wells. 
Eyerrthing was different out here now. This was the seventh moist 
year, the farmers had money in the bank, they irrigated their 
corn and found they got astonishing added yields by never letting 
the corn get thirsty. With irrigation and heavy fertilizing they 
weren't so dependent on the weather any more. The REA had 
brought in abundant electric power they could use for pumping 
when they had to. .... These abandoned houses we were passing 
had been vacant for 10 years. Folks sold out and went to Califor- 
nia. Vacant houses weren’t a sign of poverty any more, it was just 
that the farmers who'd stayed on were cultivating so much more 
land with so much less labor that they didn’t need the extra houses. 
What caused the change? Irrigaticn and improved machinery and 
fertilizer and then, damn it, the farmer was using his brains more 
than he used to, “And now,” Hans Larsen said, turning to me with 
a wide-mouthed smile and the expression of a child being handed 
a plate of particularly good-looking ice cream, “we're going down 
into the Beaver Creek Valley. You're going to see some really lus- 
cious crops.” 

We drove through a forest of densely serried corn so green it was 
almost black. Hans Larsen put on his brakes and took a deep 
breath. When the leaves stood up straight like that the corn was 
really growing. From the corner of the fence a coarse Western jack 
rabbit with cars like a mule was watching us out of glassy bulging 
eyes. Hans Larsen was too busy looking at the corn to notice him. 
Now this was corn, he was exclaiming as the jack went lolloping off 
into the tall grass along the roadside. This was the Choat brothers’

farm. Clarence, the elder one, only went through high school but 
he graduated with an average of 98. Might not have had so much 
schooling but he studied his land. He was a smart one. When t! 
was something wrong with a field he analyzed it. He put in earth 
dams in his gullies and contoured his hills and followed every sound 
soil-building practice. The farm hadn't been much at first, they 
got it cheap, but now they were getting results. They had three 
quarter sections and an ‘'80,” 560 acres in all. Clarence and Elmer 
handled it by themselves. They were workers all right. They hard- 
ly ever had any help. They did a lot of driving. 

Further east we found another rich farming belt near Fremont, 
Neb. There I met Fred Teigeler, a slender, thoughtful quiet-voiced 
man who gave me to understand he'd gotten into farming through 
his banking connections in the bad old depression when fore- 
closing was the main thing the banks did. Now he was in it for its 
own sake. He spent a lot of time thinking about improving his 
land. It was a kind of chess game with nature he played, He made 
a move and then nature made a move. He took me out to show me 
a patch of corn he'd had to plant three times. First standing water 
had ruined it. Then the wireworms had eaten it. He’d found he 
could get rid of the wireworms by plowing in a DDT barn spray. 
Now at last he had a stand. Wouldn't have been possible, he point- 
ed out, if there hadn’t been a good short-season hybrid variety 
available and if he hadn’t known an agricultural scholar over at 
Waterloo who advised him to try DDT on his wireworms. At the 
present high price of corn it was worth spending all kinds of mon- 
ey to get a crop. 

We drove over to see Fred Teigeler’s friends at Waterloo, On the 
way we went to see a black sow named Susie that was the offspring 
of Fred's hybrid boar, Montana Kid. The success of hybrid corn, 
Fred explained, has opened up other lines of inquiry; hybrid strains 
of chickens specially bred for laying were one, another was the pro- 
duction of specialized hogs. What the packing house wanted now 
was a hog that would dress out lean, more ham and bacon and less 
lard. What the farmer wanted was big litters and more kick and 
vigor in the little pigs. Hybrid boars were something new, their use 
in hog breeding had just begun. 


New crops made to measure 


ATERLOO turned out to be another center of the seed- 

corn industry. At the offices of the plant we stopped in to 
talk with I. W. Hepperley and Paul Stewart, the agricultural schol- 
ars of the organization. Sitting at the long table in the air-condi- 
tioned conference room I brought up again the question that 
economist had raised on the train. Leaving the population of the 
world out of it for the time being, was there any chance of the pop- 


ulation of the U.S. outgrowing its food supply? How much had 
farm production gone up per man acre in the last 10 years? 

They answered it with an example. In the memory of three farm 
boys sitting at that table when you cultivated corn you used to 
start out in the morning with a team of horses and a walking culti- 
vator and if you got through six acres it was a pretty good go. Now 
aman with a tractor could cultivate 40 or 50 acres a day and not 
break his back. Nowadays a good farmer had to be a machinist 
and a mechanic. Improved strains were solving many other of his 
Fecdlemns, early varieties were pushing the frontier of the corn belt 

farther north. That all meant greater production. There were 
quick-drying varieties for earlier picking, a variety where the 
shucks grow loosely about the ear making it easier to shuck. Even 
in small grains, oats, wheat and barley, where they had to produce 
new varieties by crossing and selection, the breeders were bringing 
out strains cut to fit particular needs the way a tailor would cut 
you out a suit to measure. Clinton oats was an example. Heavy fer- 
tilization, weed sprays, new ways of fighting pests. New crops, new 
possibilities were opening up. In some ways the advance in agricul- 
ture had just begun. Farming was a well-heeled fast-moving indus- 
try ready to tackle almost any problem. Everybody wanted to try 
new things. The farmers were running ahead of the experts now. 

While we were still talking a young man in a Panama hat stuck 
his head in the door in great excitement. They were having a bad 
time with grasshoppers round Oakland, Iowa. They had sent over 
for a truckload of grasshopper killer. Some airplanes were just 
taking off to spray the crops. He was going over to take pictures. 
This was something new in the corn belt. 

Back in Iowa the corn looked even blacker and denser than it 
had in Nebraska. Cornfields with mile-long rows crowded the roads 
with their tall close-set waving ranks. A smell of honey came off 
fields of alfalfa, blue with bloom. Everything else was ripe oats. On 
every farm the combines whirred across the fields followed by their 
cloud of chaff and dust, or reapers and binders churned the crop, 
shockers in straw hats followed behind to set up the bundles into 
rows of shocks. Every man we met was full of the excitement of 
harvesting a bumper crop. 


The detasseler invasion 


loon Rapips had a holiday look next morning. At every cor- 
ner there were bunches of boys and girls of high-school age 
waiting to earn themselves some money detasseling the seed corn. 
The girls wore bright-colored handkerchiefs over their heads and 
straw hats and various beach outfits and the boys wore all sorts of 
sketchy clothes. They were scrambling giggling and shouting into 
trucks to be driven out to the cornfields. In the coffee shop we found 
they'd eaten all the eggs. Bob Garst was sitting in his accustomed 
corner laughing like he'd split about the difficulties of getting seed 
corn detasseled, There was no other way than to pull the tassels 
on the female rows out by hand and they had to do a near-perfect 
job to meet specifications and there was no other labor availabl 
to do it, 15-, 16-, 17-year-old kids, and everybody knew what teen- 
age kids were like. It was the peskiest and most expensive part of 
the business of raising seed corn, He introduced Leo Schneider, the 
‘oung man who was in charge of the whole operation. “He's going to 
Iona 10 pounds in the next three weeks worrying about those detas- 
selers,” he said laughing. Then he added, “There's just time for an- 
other cup of coffee, John, and then we'll go over to take a look at the 
dryer... . They'll get it working this evening. That's another 
thing that’s going to open up pretty horribly exciting possibilities.” 
Before going back to the Garst farm I stopped off to see Mrs. Leo 
Hutcheson’s hybrid fowls on the other side of town. She was just 
coming out of the big barn where she kept the chickens. She had a 
heavy wire basket of eggs in her hand. Behind her in the stippling 
sunlight that poured through the windows was a big crowd of white 
and pale buff pullets with bright red combs. It was the story of hy- 
brid seed corn all over again. She was all excited about her hybrid 
stock, a little concerned about them that day too because they'd 
just been vaccinated. The hybrids had only been on the market 
live or six years but already they'd proved their worth and consist- 
ently raised the averages of egg production. Did I know that the 
Towa egg crop had a higher dollar value now than the whole citrus 
crop of the state of California? And most of it came from flocks like 
hers of 300 or 400 fowls raised by farmers’ wives as a sideline. Oh 
yes, she was all excited about her hybrid hens . 
Bob Garst’s dryer turned out to be a long tall narrow building 
faced with bright aluminum sheets. “We've already had the fans 
going, John,” ‘fe said. “We've been drying oats successfully just 
with plain air so it’s going to be that much more successful once we

get the heat going. You see this is a batch dryer.” He led the way 
around the bright shining building. ‘The grain or hay or seed or 
whatever crop you want to dry is dumped out of a dump truck into 
that hopper on the hillside and then it goes up that belt conveyor 
right into the middle of the upper part of the building where a shut- 
tle conveyor feeds it into whichever set of bins we want to use. So 
we can handle two batches at once and shoot the hot air first into 
one side and then into the other.” 

We stood watching the oats pouring out of the dump truck into 
the hopper and speeding along up the conveyor belt. Bob made me 
take a handful of oats to feel how wet they were. 

“We couldn’t have built this so ea: he explained, looking up, 
“if we hadn't had years of experience drying seed corn at the plant. 
Now this isn’t what we are recommending for a small or medium- 
sized farm, This is for a big operation. But as soon as we get this big 
dryer kind of straightened out so that we know what it'll do and 
what it won't do we're going to set up a small-size drying shed for 
the average farm. The fact of the matter is, John, that every build- 
ing the farmer has on his farm is obsolete: barns, corncribs, hay- 
lofts... All that’s got to be redesigned. They were all right for 
the old scoop shovel, two mules and a plow, backbreaking kind of 
farm work, but they don’t suit our really recent machinery. A dry- 
er like this is just a beginning.” 

While he talked we walked down to the other end of the building. 
Workmen were still taking away the scaffolding under the front 
window where the conveyor belt fed in. Others were carting off odd 
bits of timbers and cut pieces of aluminum sheeting. 

"Here’s what it’s going to mean, John, We had a rain last night. 
Well, Bell has been combining his oats all afternoon. There 
wasn’t anybody else cutting, but if Viv had left those oats to stand 
until they were dry enough to cut there would have been a big loss 
by shattering and all we'd had would have been a low-quality feeding 
grain, It’s going to mean we can get the small-grain harvest into 
the elevator in a very much shorter time. Once we've fiddled with 
the combines a little so that they damp grain we'll 
be able to harvest grain morning: for the dew to 
dry. We can work all night if we want to because in the dryer we 
can just take the moisture down to the percentage desired. That 
means we can get it to the elevator in time to meet early high prices. 
What it’s going to mean in the saving of hay and small seed like 
clover is terrific. It sounds pretty horribly optimistic but I wouldn’t 
be surprised if this damn bry paid for itself in a single season.” 

We stopped beside another truck that was loading dry grain at 
the end of the building. Bob made me pick up another handful of 
oats to see how dry it was now. The man at the elevator liked it fine. 

We went in and looked at the flame. We watched the spinning 
fan. We felt the hot air sucking through the chamber into the pipes 
that fed it out under the grain. As we turned to walk back to the 
house Bob Garst said in a thoughtful drawling tone, “Less labor, 
more speed, higher efficiency It isn’t going to be so very long 
before we're going to be able to cultivate 1,600 acres of some ‘of the 
most productive land in the country so as to get the highest possi- 
ble yield out of it with seven or eight hired hands. John, what in- 
terests me and keeps me excited all the time is watching how one 
little improvement in farming leads to another. Link *em all to- 
gether and the results are revolutionary. Makes me feel we haven’t 
begun yet. ...” 

He suddenly turned and gave me a searching look. “Does that

The only rules at MacDowell Colony are ones set up to allow artis 
who must be accepted by a board of admissions, to work without dis 
traction. After breakfast artists are expected to retire to their private 
studios. During the 8:30-5:30 working day no guest can visit another 
without specific invitation. Lunch, packed in a basket, is delivered to 
each studio and left outside the door. No cleaning women come to the 
cabin to disturb work. Communal life takes place in the evening when 
colonists play billiards or croquet. So careful are colonists of each other’s 
habits that at breakfast in a central dining room a separate “grump 
table’? is set aside for artists who don’t want to talk so early in the day.
